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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitation(s) of "...each of said clip members comprising a substantially transparent 
tubular member comprised of a resiliently flexible material and having a first open end 
and a second open end, an elongated slot extending through said tubular member and 
through said first and second open ends, each of said tubular members being attached 
to and extending along said juncture of said panel and said flange such that said slots 
face away from said flange, wherein said light emitters may be extended through said 
slot and into said tubular members..." are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior 
art of record in the examiner's opinion. 

For example, Chien teaches a flying disk having lighting elements 2 on the 
outside circumference of the disk located in grooves 21 . 




Kutnyak teaches a flying disk having LED's 23, 24, 25, 26, and 27 that are 
positioned in slots 87 in an inner wall 58 of the disk.

Johnson discloses a flying disk having windows 20 in a rim 13 of the disk, light 
sources 20 disposed in an outer or distal end 18 of arm 17. 



Balogh et al. disclose a flying disk having a first light emitter 80 housed in a first 
recess 70, a second light emitter 100 housed in a second recess 90. 



However, the prior art fails to teach "...each of said clip members comprising a 
substantially transparent tubular member comprised of a resiliently flexible material and 
having a first open end and a second open end, an elongated slot extending through 
said tubular member and through said first and second open ends, each of said tubular 
members being attached to and extending along said juncture of said panel and said 
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flange such that said slots face away from said flange, wherein said light emitters may 



be extended through said slot and into said tubular members..."
